3Ms latter tranaoite fear the consideration of the Congress 
proposed anenteents to the Central Intelligence Agency Act of 19*19, 
m graenfofl . 2he principal purpose of the proposed MU is to permit 
the Agency to iasowre its retirement program by eathoMMng the 
eotabliataeiit of a retirement system corresponding to that of the 
foreign Service* It should he noted that it sill hecaae necessary 
for appreciations to he obtained since the ctartirihatlcsis of enployeea 
eovertd by the retirement system and the Agency** matching ccntri- 
b utt oo s vlll sot he .efficient to caver the full cost of retirement 
payment benefits to he paid out* Although such appropriations may 
net he needed to financ e cash disbursements for sente years, it is 
eageeted that each appropriations Mil he sought after that thee Mon 
actuarial Taxations have been mode. 

Other provislottanf the proposed Mil -weald bring existing 
pewialisis of leer ia the field of travel expenses and overseas allowances 
into oewfomity with those available to the Foreign Service. Certain 
©Oar provisions are included in the proposed Mil to aeece^liah purposes 
which we believe necessary. 

He ro o s i der enactment of the proposed MU to be essential to the 
effective performance of our mission and would appreciate early and 
favorable consideration. The Bureau of the Budget has advised that 
there is no objection to the presentation of the proposed hill to the 
Congress from the standpoint of the Administration * s p rogr am .
